Inter, in Martch 1905 the number of 
employees bad increased to 2500. 
Catalogue No. 7-1 was ready for dis- 
tribution when it was decided to 
change the method of supplying 
catalogues to customers. Up to this 
time customers had been required 
to make a small payment of 15 
cents for their catalogues in order 
to insure that the books would go 
to the people genuinely interested 
and prevent their being wasted. 
This book contained a few wood 
cut 
illustrations—a"Grango 
hat" 


bed springs, farm wagon and a line 
of trunks and valises. 


In 1870 the line of merchandise 


had been increased to such an ex- 
tent that the catalogue was a book 
of 150 pages, and enlarged quart- 
ers wove again necessary. The firm 
moved to 227-29 Wabash avenue. 
In 1878 the catalogue page size had 
booh increased to 0x8 1-2 
inches, 


and tho illustrations included one 
woman's dress—the first mail order 
fashion picturo.., From this time qn 
the number of illustrations wore in- 
creased from year to year, and by 
the early 80's tho catalogue was 
profusely illustrated 
with 
wood 


cuts. The page size was again in- 
creased to 8 1-2 inches and, in 
catalogue number 33 for the spring 
and summer of 1883, the announce- 
ment was made that half a million 
dollar's worth of merchandise was 
carried in stock. 


In catalogue number 45 publish- 


ed in tho spring of 1889 the comp- 
any stated that 25,000 articles were 
listed, the business 
amounted to 


more than one. million dollars year- 
ly, and that 250 to 400 clerks wcro 
required to handle tho business. 


During those years tho migra- 


tion of settlers into the west had 
continued steadily, and many of tho 
needs of these pioneers could be 
met only by Montgomery Ward & 
Co. Tho name of the company had 
become synonymous with business 
honesty, and people had no hesi- 
tancy in sending hundreds of miles 
to Ward's for their necessities as 
well as for the little luxuries that 
added so much to life in the newely 
settled territories. 


In 1878 William C. Thorne, the 


eldest son of George It. Thorne ent- 
ered 
the business 
and 
assumed 


charge of the catalogue presenta- 
tion of merchandise. 
He had a 


knack of writing effectively, and ho 
was recognized as one of the load- 
ing advertising men.

States mail and, in a speech at the 
Auditorium, Chicago, on the even- 
ing of October 2(5, 1895, the post- 
master, Washington Hosing, said, 
Be not astounded when I tell you 
that tho largest patrons 
of the 


postoffico of the United States is 
in Chicago, Montgomery Ward & 
Company." 


During the ten years 


the Chicago 
World's 
I' 


business of Montgomery 
Company increased over 
cent. This phenomenal increase in 
business was then attributed lo the 
Golden Rule policy of the house 
which had been so strictly follow- 
ed. 


On January 10, 1905, the first 


mail order was received at the 
new Kansas City Plant. 
Owing to 


the huge growth of the 
domestic 


business it was necessary lo open 
the Kansas City houso, and Mr. A. 
S. Prather of Boloit, Kansas, was 
the first customer. 


In 1910 the sules of the company 


had increased nearly 20,000,000 dol- 
lars and a third plant was opened 
at Fort Worth, Texas. In 1913 a 
store was opened at Portland, Ore-

HE opening announcement of Montgomery Ward appears
